26 BIBLE PROPHECIES FULFILLED 


IN ONE DAY 





“One jot or one tittle shall in no wise pass from 
the law, till all be fulfilled.”

Many times, without a doubt, people 
have told you to your face that they 
didn’t believe the Bible, as they have 
me many times. But Iam glad _ that 
that doesn’t make the Bible untrue. 
In this evil day it is heard more than 
ever that the Bible is not the infallible 
Word of God. Men will dare to. say 
there is no God, but I am glad there 
is, aren’t you? The best way to know 
that the Bible is true is to compare 
the prophecies of the Word and see if 
those things happened . We will try 
to give you twenty-six prophecies ful- 
filled in one day, from the arrest of 
Jesus until His death on the cross. 

1st, The Psalms were written a 
thousand years before the birth of 
Christ. (These dates by Archbishop 
Ussher.) In Psa. 41:9 we read, “Yea 
mine own familiar friend, in whom I 
trusted, which did eat of my bread, 
hath lifted up his heel against me.” 
Judas who betrayed Christ was one of 
His chosen friends who ate of His 
bread, This prophecy was fulfilled in 
Mark 14:10. “And Judas Iscariot, one 
of the twelve, went unto the chief 
priest, to betray him unto them.” The 
Psalmist’s description fits Judas  Is- 
eariot. He was one of Christ’s chosen 
friends. He was trusted as he carried 
the bag with the money in it. At the 
last supper when the Lord said, “One 
of you** will betray me,” the disciples 
asked one by one, “Is it I” Jesus an- 
swered, “He it is to whom I will give 
the sop.” Then He took the piece of 
bread and handed it to Judas. He was 
His own familiar friend whom He had 
chosen and who had eaten of His 
bread. How did the Psalmist know this 
one thousand years before it happen- 
ed? 

2nd. Our next prophecy was spoken 
by Zechariah five hundred years be 
fore the birth of Christ. It tells us all 
the disciples would forsake the Lord 
when He was arrested. It reads, Zech. 
13:7, “Awake, sword, against my shep- 
herd (Jesus), and against the man that 
is my fellow, saith the Lord of hosts: 
smite the shepherd, and the sheep 
shall be scattered.” The Shepherd is 
Jesus; the disciples are the sheep. 
This was fulfilled in Mark 14:50. “And 
they all forsook him and fled.” This 
happened when they came to take 
Jesus with swords as told in verse 43. 
How did the prophet know five hun- 
dred years before it happened? 

8rd. Zechariah then tells us_ the 
exact amount the priest will pay Judas 
to betray Christ. Zech. 11:12, “And I 
said unto them, if ye think good, give 
me my price; if not, forebear. So they 
weighed for my price thirty pieces of 
silver,” the exact amount that was 
paid. This was fulfilled in Matt. 26: 
15, “And said unto them, What will ye 
give me, and I will deliver him unto 
you? And they cevenanted with him 
for thirty pieces of silver.” This was 
the exact amount the prophet five 
hundred years before said they would 
pay. How did the prophet know this? 
The answer can be found in 2 Peter 
1:21. “For the prophecy came not in 
old time by the will of man: but holy 
men of God spake as they were moved 
by the Holy Ghost.” 

4th. What would be done with the 
money? How would Judas use it? Let 
us ask Zechariah, 11:13, “And the Lord 
said unto me, Cast it unto the potter: 
a goodly price that I was priced at of 
them. And I took the thirty pieces of 
silver, and cast them to the potter in 
the house of the Lord.” This prophecy 
says that the money shall be cast in 
the house of the Lord (the temple) at 
the feet of the priests and they will 
cast it to the priests (buy the potfer’s 
field). Let us see if this prophecy con- 
cerning the blood money spoken five 
hundred years before was _ fulfilled. 
Matt. 27:3-7, “Then Judas, which had 
betrayed him, when he saw that he 
was condemned, repented himself, and 
brought again the thirty pieces of sil- 





ver to the chief priests and elders, say- 
ing, I have sinned in that I have be- 
trayed innocent blood. And they said, 
What is that to us? See thou to that. 
And he cast down the pieces of silver 
in the temple, and departed, and went 
and hanged himself. And the chief 
priests took the silver pieces, and said, 
It is not lawful for to put them into the 
treasury, because it is the price of 
blood. And they took counsel, and 
bought with them the potter’s field, to 
bury strangers in.” Thus two prophe 
cies were fulfilled which were spoken 
five hundred years before—he threw 
the money down in the temple, and 
the priests would cast it to the potter. 

5th. Isaiah said seven hundred 
years before the birth of Christ that 
they would spit on Him and scourge 
Him. Isa, 5:6, “I gave my back to the 
smiters, and my cheeks to them that 
plucked off the hair: I hid not my face 
from shame and spitting.” This was 
‘ulfilled in Matt. 26:67. “Then did they 
spit in his face, and buffetted him; 
and others smote him with the palms 
of their hands.” Oh blessed be god for 
His true Word! 

6th. The Psalmist one thousand 

years before tells us of his shame and 
dishonor. Psa. 69:19, “Thou hast 
known my reproach, and my shame, 
and my dishonor.” This was fulfilled 
in Matt. 27: 28, 29, “And they stripped 
him, and put on him a scarlet robe; 
and they bowed the knee before him, 
and mocked him.” Reader, how did the 
psalmist know this one thousand years 
before it happened, if the Bible is not 
the inspired Word of God? 

7th, The psalmist next tells us that 
they will secure false witness against 
Christ. How did he know one thousand 
years before that there would be none 
to witness against Him, necessitating 
the securing of false witnesses? Psa. 
35:11, “False witnesses did arise uD; 
they laid to my charge things that I 
knew not.” Read the fulfillment of this 
prophecy in Mark 14:56. “For many 
bare false witness against him, but 
their witness agreed not together.” 
Reader, how did the psalmist know, 
much less prophecy, that when they 
brought our Lord Jesus Christ to be 
tried they would not be able to find 
any witnesses against him, and must 
secure false witnesses? Oh if this un- 
believing world would only stop long 
enough to realize the wonderful truths 
of God’s blessed Word and believe it as 
it is, what a wonderful change would 
come over it! 

8th. Zech. 13:7, “Smite the shep- 
herd.” Fulfilled in Matt, 26:67. “Then 
did they spit in his face and buffeted 
him; and others smote him with the 
palms of their hands.” 

9th. How wonderful it is to be able 
to read from the writings of men who 
lived from five to fourteen hundred 
years before the birth of Christ the 
entire story in its minutest detail of 
all the suffering of our blessed Savior. 
We are even told one thousand years 
before it happened that the soldiers 
would divide His garments among 
themselves as was the custom. But 
what would they do with the seamless 
robe he wore? Cast lots for it, fulfill- 
ing Psalms 22:18. “They parted my 
garments among them, and east lots 
upon my vesture.” Fulfilled in John 
19:24, “They said therefore among 
themselves, Let us not rend it (speak- 
ing of the vesture), but cast lots for it, 
whose it shall be: that the scripture 
might be fulfilled, which said, they 
parted my raiment among them, and 
for my vesture they did cast lots.” 

10th. We now come to the cruci- 
fixion of our Lord. Isaiah tells us that 
He will be crucified between two thiev- 
es, Isa. 53:12, “He hath poured out 
his soul unto death: and he was hum- 
bered with the transgressors.” Fulfill- 
ed in Mark 15:27, “And with him they 
crucified two thieves (transgressors) ;

Nineteen hundred years ago the Lord 
Jesus looked down thru the centuries 
with prophetic foresight to the present 
time in which we are now living and 
gave this wonderful prophecy. Luke 
21: 25-28 says, “And there shall be 
signs in the sun, and in the moon, and 
in the stars; and upon the earth dis- 
tress of nations, with perplexity; the 
and the waves roaring; Men’s 
hearts failing them for fear, and for 
looking after those things which are 
coming on the earth: for the powers of 
heaven shall be shaken. And THEN 
shall they see the Son of man coming 
in a cloud with power and great glory.” 

This twenty-seventh verse shows us 
that these are the latter day signs, the 
last events that will occur before the 
coming of our Lord in glory. We are 
commanded when these things begin 
to come to pass to look up, that is, 
look for Jesus to come. 

Jesus gives these signs to let us 
know when to look for Him. These 
signs are not only in the sun, moon 
and stars but upon the earth, DIS- 
TRESS of nations with perplexity. 
(In the original Greek you would read 
in this light: The pressure of the na- 
tions with no way out.) Here is the 
picture that Christ has given us of the 
world’s condition to-day. The whole 
wide world is troubled in many as- 


sca 


pects. They are troubled politically,' 


religiously and industrially. Think of 
the dissatisfaction and unrest prevail- 
ing everywhere to-day throughout the 
world. Distress of nations. The old 
ship of civilization is now sinking. I 
read a statement made by Lloyd 
George which states, If the League of 
Nations cannot prevent future war 
then men now living may see the end 
of human civilization. Compare this 
with the saying of Jesus. Luke 21: 32 
says, “This generation shall not pass 
away, till all be fulfilled.’ No doubt 
many now living will see the end of 
the times of the Gentiles. We do not 
have to look at foreign nations to see 
distress. It has come to our home land. 
The distress cry is in every city and 
country, The leaders of our nation 
are crying for help to meet the needs 
of the distress. The states are crying, 
“Help! Help!” The officials of our 
cities are crying for help to feed the 
distressed. 

Last winter in the city of Chatta- 
nooga, Tennessee the city and church- 
es fed near thirty thousand meals per 
week to the unemployed and are 1look- 
ing for it to be far worse this winter. 
The cry is on every hand, we have 
nothing to eat, no shoes, no clothes. 
The song from door to door is distress. 

Not only did Jesus tell us the 
nations would be distressed but would 
be perplexed, The present world wide 
Panic and depression is perplexing 
problems they cannot solve. But it was 
plainly predicted in the Bible hundreds 
of years ago in the prophecy of Zec. 
8:10, For before these days there was 
no hire for man, nor any hire for 
beast; neither was there any peace to 
him that went out or came in because 
of the affliction: for I set all men 
every one against his neighbor. We are 
living in the fulfillment of that pro- 
phecy to-day. 

There is another appealing picture 
that comes before us and that is the 
picture of world peace. A world peace 
is perplexing the nations to-day. The 
League of Nations is failing to bring 
peace, In spite of treaties and leagues 
nations are rising against nations. 
The Lord Jesus prophesied that as a 
sure sign of the end of the age in 
which we are now living. The war 
clouds are still rising and the thunder 
roaring. The whole of Europe to-day 
is an armed camp under military laws. 
There are more men under arms and 





Think of the awful poisonous gas that 
they claim one bomb would destroy 
the city of New Yorkin three hours. 
Also a terrible weapon is a new mach- 
ine gun which fires eight hundred 
shots a minute at a distance of nine 
miles. Also the strong fleets of aero- 
planes. Surely the world is nearing its 
climax. Surely the sea and waves are 
roaring. (Rev. 17:15) The world is pre- 
paring for the greatest outburst of war 
of all the ages. A world revolution is 
the program of today. For proof let us 
look at the preparation. First, Russia 
has organized her Red army of mil- 
lions. The newspapers of Moscow 
Russia reveal the fact that there are 
twenty million men and women who 
have passed every test of military line. 
They say in the next three years they 
will treble this making sixty million. 

The aims of the Soviet army is_ to 
make an attempt to be able to conquer 
the world in 1934. This is the subject 
of most of the articles in the Russian 
newspapers, God help us to wake up. 
Did you ever stop to think since the 
World War the red flag has waved the 
world around? Communism is getting 
more familiar every day. They open- 
ly hold their mass meetings and 
parade under the Red flag in our own 
American land. Let us note one _ pro- 
phecy concerning this Red army. In 
the book of Nahum, 2:1,3, He that dash- 
eth in pieces is come up before thy 
face: keep the munition, watch the 
way, make thy lions strong, fortify 
thy power mightily. The shield of his 
mighty men is made RED, the valiant 
men are in SCARLET. Yes the shields 
are made red. We are told that the 
uniform of the bodyguards of Russia 
from head to foot is red, Their boots 
are red, their scabbords for their 
swords are red. The street cars of the 
cities are red. Not only in Russia, but 
all over the world this sign of the red 
has been displayed in many forms and 
ways. Red is a danger signal. 

I am made to believe that when the 
Bible speaks of red it means red. Let 
us notice in the book of Revelation 
when peace is taken from the earth it 
is under the reign of the red_ horse. 
The ccming harlot will be red for the 
Bible says she will be dressed in scar- 
let which means red. The kingdom of 
the antichrist will be a red kingdom. 
I believe that all this Red uprising 
ought to be a signal to the Church to- 
day. There never has anything 
struck the world as dangerous as the 
Soviet movement. There is no doubt 
but what it is now laboring under the 
“shadow” of the beastly power. There 
has never risen a power that was such 
an enemy to God and religion as 
Bolshevikism. They defy religion in 
any form. In Russia the form of their 
government is a godless one. No God, 
no Sunday, no religious worship. They 
teach their children that religion is the 
opium of the people. In the dining 
rooms they have mottoes on the wall 
which say, Religion is poison, keep 
children away from it. There is no 
God. Science explains all. No Bibles 
allowed. What an awful thing. The 
stastistics of the Communists show 
that in the last five years they have 
killed nearly two million people. If 
this is the record when only in the 
shadow of that awful Red man what 
will it be when he is fully revealed? 

Since the World War the spirit of 
anarchy has waved the world around. 
Many hearts are trembling today for 
fear. Many are awakening to the fact 
that we are nearing a _ great crisis. 
Now the sudden rise and spread of 
Bolshevikism is one of the most start- 
ling signs of the times.

THANKSGIVING or BLAMEGIVING 


1 Thess, 3:9, “For what thanks can 
we render to God again for you, for 
all the joy wherewith we joy for your 
sakes before our God?” 

Another Thanksgiving Day has just 
passed, or will be by the time this 
reaches you. Thousands have lifted up 
their voices in thankful praise for the 
many, blessings they have received dur- 
ing the last year, while millions in 
foreign lands know nothing about 
Thanksgiving. They have never heard 
about the ONE from whom all bless- 
ings flow. They do not know of the joy 
of salvation. Still there are many oth- 
ers in our own land who say that we 
have nothing to be thankful for. 

The American Association forethe 
advancement of Atheism has for sev- 
eral years been asking the President 
of the United States not to issue any 
Thanksgiving proclamation. And now 
it has addressed an open letter to 
President Hoover, saying that inas- 
much as its earlier protests have been 
ignored, and as the present year “has 
been a mixture of good and evil, with 
evil predominating,” and “whereas ex- 
pressing gratitude for favors without 
voicing grievance for injuries charac- 
terizes the slavish subject of an Asi- 
atic despot rather than the free Ameri- 
can citizen.” Below is one of the As- 
sociation’s resolutions: 

“That, assuming for the one day the 
existence of an all-powerful deity, we 
hereby, in order to make Thanksgiv- 
ing Day a true day of accounting, pro- 
claim a Blamegiving Day to be ob- 
served on Thanksgiving Day, this 
year, and each succeeding year, so 
long as Thanksgiving services are un- 
constitutionally proclaimed by the 
President, 

“That we will hold a mass meeting 
in Webster Hall, 119 East 11th Street, 
New York, in the afternoon of Novem- 
ber 26th, for the purpose of blaming 
the deity for widespread of undeserved 
misery; 

“That we invite the unemployed, the 
drought stricken, the afflicted and the 
victims of the acts of God—all persons 
who during the year have suffered 
through no fault of their own—to join 
with us in observing Blamegiving Day 
in the first service of its kind ever 
held in the United States, by holding 
similar meetings, either public or pri- 
vate, in every community throughout 
the country where a group of intel- 
lectual persons can be _ gathered to- 
gether; 

“That we request the various politi- 
cal parties and social welfare move- 
ments to participate in this effort to 
obtain less evil and more good from 
Divine Providence.” 

Yes, this is the first meeting of its 
kind ever held in the United States, 
but according to the scriptures it will 
not be the last one. Evil men will wax 
worse. Now we are invited by the 4’s 
to blame God when they deny the ex- 
istence of God. “The fool hath said 
in his heart, There is no God,” and 
now the 4’s ask that we blame one 
whom they say does not exist. Any 
Sane person would know better than 
that. No wonder the Bible has said, 
“The fool hath said.” 

The Sunday School Times, in com- 
menting on this subject, states the fol- 
lowing: 

“Why does God permit the existence 
of such an organization, and the pub- 
licutterance of such arrogant and in- 
solent blasphemy, without rendering 
instant and summary justice upon it? 
God’s Word tells us why. One is re- 
minded of the well known incident of 
an atheist who, in a public meeting, 
announced that he would give God 
five minutes to strike him dead as he 
uttered his defiance of God. He pulled 
out his watch and counted off the 
minutes: one, two, three, four, —one 
or two women in the audience scream- 
ed or fainted from fear—five, and the

“Beloved,” writes Peter by 
inspiration. “* * * the Lord is not 
slack concerning his promise, as some 
men count slackness; but is long suf- 
fering to us-ward, not willing that any 
should perish, but that all should come 
to repentance.” 2 Pet. 3:8, 9. 

For what can we be thankful? Even 
if times have not been so good in a 
financial way, there are many things 
that we can be thankful for. Stop just 
a minute and ask yourself the ques- 
tion, “For what can I render thanks 
to God?” Many, many things. If noth- 
ing more, the last of the text will tell 
you, “For all the joy wherewith we 
joy * * * before our God.” If we can’t 
have so much of this world’s goods, 
we have the joy that is worth more 
than all. And yet, good authors who 
have been there to see, say that the 
poorest family in New York city has 
a higher standard of living than most 
of the people in some countries. But 
those in the foreign lands not only 
have low living standards but they do 
not feel the presence of God nor know 
the joy of salvation. If they did, I am 
sure they would be more thankful 
than a lot of American people who 
should ‘know God. 

I visited in a nice home, only two 
in the family, in a beautiful residen- 
tial part of the city. Both of the family 
worked and made good wages far 
above the average. Once at meal time 
something was said about returning 
thanks, when the woman spoke up and 
said that she did not feel like thank- 
ing any one, for what she got she had 
to work too hard for it. In a few days 
the husband was taken very sick. He 
gradually grew worse. I was called 
many times to pray with him, but it 
was finally decided that, if he was 
able to make the trip, he would have 
to go West for his health. Their money 
was spent by this time and friends 
had to make up money to pay his fare. 
His wife accompanied him on the trip 
to see that he got there. As she was 
returning she had a hemorrhage and 
the doctor advised her that she had 
that dreadful disease of T. B. 

Yes, we have something to be thank- 
ful for. I am thankful that I live in 
America where I have had the priv- 
ilege of learning about Christ. May 
we pray for those in the foreign lands 
who have not had this privilege.

greatest deceiver that ever struck the 
world.) They work on the poor and the 
unemployed, They make them believe 
that Sovietism is a simple remedy for 
the great world depression problem. 
The communists are asking for a com- 
plete overturn of the goverment’s 
present order. Communism is looking 
forward to an ideal social state that 
has no class distinction and no private 
ownership of property. That sounds 
good to the proletarian. It is said by 
reliable sources that from December 
1928 to March 1930 there were five 
million Russian farmers taken from 
their farms, turned all their live stock 
and all the money they had in the bank 
over to the government agent and they 
and their families were taken to a 
huge commune and there were given 
one room. There they are compelled to 
get a soviet card before they can buy 
food. 


A lady who just returned from Rus- 
sia said she saw eight families living 
in one nine room house. All were cook- 
ing on the same stove. Lev. 26:26 says, 
“Ten women shall come together and 
bake their bread in one oven, and 
they shall deliver you your bread again 
hv weight.” 

I read of one dear family in Russia 
who were Christians. They were taken 
from their home, placed in govern- 
ment barricks where they were not 
allowed to pray, their Bible was even 
taken from them. They were not al- 
lowed to sing one godly song but they 
had raised their children in the fear 
of God. At night they would huddle in 
their room with not even a light for 
fear the guards would see them. The 
boys would huddle near their mother 
to hear her quote the scripture by 
memory. One night in a low tone 
mother said, “Children I have found 
it now, the scripture says, “Thou shalt 
not live by bread alone.’ This is what 
the communists are doing. They have 
bread, all have jobs but they have 
taken away everything else, our re 
ligion, our home, our family life, our 
Christian spirit of brotherly love.” The 
boys exclaimed, “Oh! what would we 
give for a morning around the old 
home table?” 

One of the fundamentals of Com- 
munism they say is to give the people 
liberty. 2 Pet. 2:19 says, While they 
promise them liberty they themselves 
are the servants of corruption. One 
wan told me that when socialist got 
in power it would be the millennial 
reign. Communism is only Satan’s 
counterfeit of the millenium. Commun- 
ism will be a godless reign. They say 
when they have settled with the kings 
of the earth they are going to settle 
with the King of heaven.
